They flopped the Moxths of ¢ yons, 
they were Sawn afunder, of which the fift —— 
only to Dani:!, and the other only to Ifaiah: But 
becaufe it Sgnitied nothing to Name thew parnc:- 
larly in that Place, thereiore the Matter is expr: {s- 
ed inthe Plural Number. So again io this {ame 
Hiftory Sr. Luke and Folm fay, that the Soldiers 
offered C/rié Vineear to Drink; whereas both 
the other Evangelists fay this was done by one of 
the Soldiers.

never be certain of the Efficacy of his Confeffion, 
according to the Popith Doctrin. Or if Rem ffion 
of Sins can be fo eafily obrained, as by the bare 
Confeffion of them to the Prieft, what Encourage-
